Report on Home Missions. 


Time and results, continue to certify to the wisdom of the fathers in 
the constitution and maintainance of this Board. Embraces in its work 
the territory of our Southern Baptist Convention, lodking especially to 
the development and care of a work among the negroes—Foreign popu- 
lation. ‘The centers of influence, our larger cities giving help to State 
Boards in cultivating these points, as well as our large frontier sections, 
also helps in the establishment of schools, in the mountain sections of 
Tennessee, Georgia, Kentucky and North Carolina, where the purest An- 
lo-saxons live and the sweetest Baptist are made. These with our 
‘uban work furnish a large field in which our Board is, and has been 
doing a great work, with tae marvelous development that is coming and 
shall come, with increased momentum to our southland, in the next fifty 
years. The reponsibility and opportunity of this Board can scarcely es- 
timate. Its work is foundation work to world wide missions. By this 
Board we ‘‘strengthen our stakes that we .may lengthen our cords.’’ 
The Board this year has had on the field 880 missionaries, through 

their work 15000 ple have been Baptized. Last year there was ex- 
pended by this oard $176,411.23. The Southern Baptist Convention 
authorized the Board to project its work upon a basis of $250,000 for 
this year and we as a state are asked to provide $20,000 of this amount. 
Our State made an increase in its contributions to this work during last 
Conventional year. and with our flattering prospects for crops this year 
may our hearts be enlarged to do still better. Your committee would 
urge pastors to inform themselves touching this work and lay the matter 
before their churches and let there be an offering from every church for 
this great work. Leaflets of information and for inspiration can be had 
from Bro. B. D. Gray, Secretary or the Home Board, Atlanta, Ga. Let 
us learn about, pray for and give to this important department of the

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Report on State Missions. 
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TIPPAH BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 


The work of Southern Baptists the past year has been abundantly 
blessed of God. We have about 490 workers, 190 missionaries and 300 
native workers—on the Foreign field. There were 2446 converts bap- 
tized last year. Our workers on these fields are encouraged, and very 
hopeful. The Baptists of the entire south gave last year about $324000, 
to this work, which is only about seventeen cents per member, a mere 
pittance by the side of what they are able todo. We especially urge it 
upon our pastors and other leaders in our churches to inform themselves 
about the great work of missions, so that their own interest may be in- 
creased, and in order that they may the more intelligently and effectively 
present this work to the people. Mission literature is both cheap and 
abundant. The Foreign Mission Journal ought to be in every Baptist 
home in the land. Mission tracts may be had in any quantities simply 
for the asking. 

We urge our people to give;—to give sympathy, prayer, personal 
effort, and money for the extension of the Master’s Kingdom in _ th« 
world. Every one can do these things, and no one ought to do less. 

For information we would add that J. N. McMillin, Blue Mountain, is 
Vice-President of Foreign Mission Board for the Tippah Association 
He will at any time supply you with tracts and mission collection en 
velopes without cost. He also holds himself in readiness to preach on 
missions, and to deliver mission addresses,.anywhere in the Association 
it any time during the year when dates can be agreed upon.

Report on Baptist Young People’s Encampment and 
Bible Evangelistic Conference. 


As these meetings are to be held at Blue Mountain every summer it 
has been thought wise to call special attention to the great opportunity 
which is thus brought within reach of our churches. 

The first nteeting, lasting nine days, closed Aug. 8th. It was a splen- 
did success every way. More than a thousand people attended the meet- 
ings not including the people of Blue Mountain. large number of our 
leading Baptist preachers were on the program, and their work was of 
the very highest order. It was the unanimous verdict of those present 
that it was one of the greatest meetings of the kind ever held anywhere. 
There were great and helpful addresses, great expositions of Scripture, 
and great sermons. 

Sunday School work, Young People’s work, Evangelism, and Missions 
were all ably presented by brethren who are experts in their several lines 
of work. It was a real spiritual feast, a mountain top experience, a 
time of larger vision, of better inspiration, and of better preparation for 
service. 

The Encampment, and the Bible Conference are both permanently lo- 
cated at Blue Mountain and will be held at the same time. Already the 
program committee is arranging for the meeting next summer. 

There ought to be a large number from the churches at the next meet- 
ing. The expense will be very little to the people of the Tippah Asso- 
ciation, as the distance is short. We would urge our churches to see to 
it that their pastors be given opportunity to attend. Their’ presence in 
the meetings will be a great blessing to the churches themselves. But 
besides the pastors there ought to be a great many go to the meeting 
for a part or all of the time; deacons, superintendents, teachers, any 
one and every one, —indeed let all who can arrange to attend.

Report on Temperance. 


We, the Christian people of today, are n the midst of a 
great batile with intemperance, and the result will be deter 
mined by the way we fight in this battle Many victories 
have already been won for temperance, and there are many 
more to be won 

How shall we do it ? 

First, We would insist that temperance be practiced more 
in our homes. Those who have the great responsibility of 
directing the young minds under their Gare, must remem 
ber that they cannot expect temperate children if they 
themselves are intemperate. Therefore, it behooves all 
parents to make every effort possible to discard from their 
lives, any acts of intemperance that might be practiced by 
the child. 

Second, Teach the masses We are under obligation to 
teach the great lesson of temperance to those who were so 
unfortunate as to miss this lesson in their early life. Let us 
exert our every effort in raising these thoughtless, shep- 
herdless beings: from their wretched and depraved con- 
dition, to a life of service for their Lord and Master, that 
they may have a broader foundation on which to stand in 
fighting against temptation 

Third. The selection of officers. In order that intemper 
ance may be fought successfully, we must be wise in the 
selection of our officers. Let us see that men of great spir 
itual strength are placed at the head of our governments; 
men who have proven by their works that they are able and 
willing to enforce all laws to suppress ‘Blind Tigers.’ 
When this is done, let us see that we uphold them in their 
effort to do the right.

Our Savior’s command was to ‘teach,’’ as well as to 
‘preach."’ The two commands in their separate construc- 
tion are, ‘‘Preach the gospel to every creature,” and, ‘‘Teach 
all Nations.” “All authority, both in heaven and on earth,’’ 
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is placed behind them, and the personal presence of their 
Author is promised ‘“‘unto the end of the world.” The con- 
struction is clearly shown in Luke’s gospel where he states 
that “daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased 
not to teach and preach Jesus Christ.’’ 

We have the plain words of our risen Lord, with the words 
of the disciples, that the work of Christ’s Church is to 
“teach and preach.’’ To do one and not the other, is impos- 
sible. “It pleased God by the foolishness of preaching to 
save them that believed,’’ but the solemn injunction of the 
risen Savior, is His last earthly words which makes plain 
the fact that saved men should be taught in order that they 
“observe all things whatsoever.’’ ‘‘He has commanded 
thém.”’ 

We recommend first, That the Association make perma- 
nent provision for institute work 

Second, That pastors appoint some one in each church to 
be the leader in Sunday School work. 

Third, That each Sunday School should have a Teacher's 
meeting. 

Fourth, That we use the Southern Baptist Convention 
series in our schools.
